To better teach them physical

Mr. Huntoon is also Superintei 
dent of the American Printing 
House for the Blind, endowed by 
the United States Government. 
He was chosen for this position 
because of certain inventions, 
adaptations or applications of his 
own, by which printing for the 
blind was reduced in cost, say three 
fourths. These changes will result 
suit in opening almost all litera- 
ture to the blind, and that is the 
next best thing to giving them 
eyes anew. 

There are two schools under 
the charge of Mr. Huntoon— the 
white school, having 107 pupils; 
the colored school with as pupils. 
The purpose of the State is thus 
described in his report by Presi- 
dent Pirtle: 

"In carrying out the purp 
of the founders of this 
school for the blind, your 

•"VfSlSr'shave 
meet the expectations of a wise 
and beneficent public sentiment. 
They would respectfully submit 
that tluy have tried to follow 
the line marked out in the begi 
ning by those eminent men who 
for many years guided tht progress 
of the school, and have tried to 
maintain a school that should se- 
cure to the blind wards of the 
State advantages fully equal tc 
those enjoyed by other children 
in the best schools of the State. 
With this end in view, they have 
secured for the school skillful and 
devoted teachers, good and faith- 
ful servants, improved educational 
appliances, and have provided 
that the children under their con 
trol shall be properly and kindly 
cared for in respect to their food, 
their shelter, their clothing and 
their health." 

Yet there are hundreds of chil- 
dren throughout the State entitled 
to use these facilities, whose 
parents know little of the institu- 
tion and nothing of its value. If 
to deprive a seeing child of an edu- 
a grievous wrong, it is 
little short of a crime to deprive 
the blind of the opportunities of 
fcred by the Stale. 

The annual report is before us, 
and this article is written, not so 
much in praise of the managers as 
to bring the school itself to the at- 
tention of parents and friends of 
blind children. All interested 
may obtain further information on 
this subject by writing to Mr. B.
